Oil and gas investment is a risky 
high-stakes business, and when cor- 
tupt governments and human rights 
are involved it can be a potential pub- 
lic relations disaster. For five years, 
international oil companies have 
anxiously awaited the green light to 
tap into Iraq's vast petroleum sup- 
ply. And with proven reserves of 115 
billion barrels of oil and 112 trillion 
cubic feet of gas, Iraq is a goldmine. 
Well, not a literal goldmine, obvious- 
ly, but you get the metaphor. 

Among the groups hoping tocashin 
on this lucrative market is Calgary's 
Talisman Energy. The company, still 
recovering from a PR nightmare in 
Sudan, signed a $315-million (U.S.) 
cil exploration agreement with the 
Kurdistan Regional Government 
(KRG) in late June. Located in the 
Northern region of Iraq, Kurdistan is 
Considered relatively stable compared 
‘o the southern half of the country. 
However, investing in Kurdistan is 
not without its risks. The threat of 
violence is just as real; the KRG has 
record of human rights abuses and

human rights records, venturing into 
Kurdistan could be a recipe for disas- 
ter—or, conversely, it might rehabili- 
ate the company’s poor reputation 
for corporate social responsibility 
since leaving Sudan in 2003, 

Mel Middleton, an activist who 
worked extensively to get Talisman 
to withdraw from Sudan, questions 
whether the energy company has 
learned from its previous dealings in 
the war-torn country. “Talisman does 
not have a track record of being able 
to sort its way through that kind of 
an environment in a way that is go- 
ing to help the local people,” he says. 
“Their solution is to throw money 
at some projects and call that ‘social 
responsibility’ without looking at the 
ramifications of propping up govern- 
ments that commit serious human 
rights abuses.” 

According to a report by Human 
Rights Watch, detainees in Kurd- 
istan are routinely tortured and de- 
nied basic rights by government 


security forces known as Asayish. | 


Asayish prisoners are often beaten 
with metal rods and cables, forced to 
endure stress positions, and placed 
in solitary confinement for extend- 
ed periods. The report, released in 
July 2007, also found that hundreds 
of detainees are denied the right to 
due process, access to a lawyer or 
relatives, or even the knowledge of 
what offence they have been charged 
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with. 

Human Rights Watch acknowl- 
edges the co-operation of the Kurd- 
istan Democratic Party (KDP) and 
the Patriotic Union of Kurdistan 
(PUK), which gave the group access 
to detainees and detention facilities 
While it recognizes the co-operation 
and efforts of the two government 
parties in addressing the issues, it 
states, “These efforts have not trans- 
lated into any discernible improve- 
ment for most detainees in Asayish 
detention facilities.” 


FREEDOM AND DEMOCRACY 
OR OIL AND PROFITS? 

This was not the intended result of 
the U.S.-led war in Iraq. Freedom and 
democracy were supposed to spread 
across the country and-the entire 
Middle East. However, with the con- 
flict now in its sixth year, there is no 
end in sight, and regional stability is 
as elusive as ever. The Bush admin- 
istration’s pretexts for invading Iraq 
and ousting Saddam Hussein were 
as simple as they were ever-chang- 
ing: to destroy Iraq's alleged cache 
of weapons of mass destruction, to 
spread democracy, to free an op- 
pressed people from a brutal dicta- 
tor and uphold human rights. And 
to a USS, citizenry still reeling from 
the events of 9/11, invading Iraq was 
an easy sell. Those who argued the 
war was about oil were labeled trai-

torous and. unpatriotic, and largely 
dismissed 

However, time clears minds and 
soothes tempers, and the release of 
official government documents has 
dulled the pro-war rhetoric. One doc- 


ument clearly shows that as early as | 


April 2001, the Bush administration | 


had plans to overthrow Hussein—not 
to thwart terror, but to secure Iraq's 
vast oil reserves for the U.S. Days af- 
ter a newly elected George W. Bush 
took office as president in 2001, U.S 
vice-president Dick Cheney commis- 
sioned a task force report on energy 
security under the title Strategic En- 
ergy Policy Challenges for the 21st 
Century. Committee members on 
the task force included such heavy- 
weights as pre-indictment €nron 
CEO Kenneth Lay, ChevronTexaco 
(now Chevron) CEO David O'Reilly, 


and John A. Manzoni, the former re- | 


gional president of British Petroleum 


(BP) and current Talisman Energy | 


president and CEO. 

Allegations by critics that the war 
was motivated by oil were often dis- 
missed by the Bush administration 
as groundless conspiracy theories. 
However, the authors of the report 
clearly focus on Hussein increased 
the instability of world oil prices by 
Hussein's willingness to flood the 
market with oil and then restrict 
exports. “Therefore the U.S. should 
conduct an immediate policy review 
toward Iraq including military, en- 
ergy, economic, and political/diplo- 
matic assessments,” the report states. 
The task force considered easing of 
economic sanctions if an arms-con- 
trol program were implemented. The 
report dismisses the notion of easing 
of sanctions on the grounds that 
such a policy could increase Iraq's oil 
revenues, which would strengthen 
Hussein's regime, and make him “a 
greater security threat to U.S. allies 
in the region if weapons of mass de- 
struction (WMD) sanctions, weap- 
ons regimes, and the coalition against 
him are not strengthened.” 


TALISMAN ROLLS THE DICE 
After a largely successful career 
at BP spanning 24 years, Manzoni, 
a task force committee member, re- 
signed as BP’s chief executive of re- 
fining and marketing in May 2007. 
His departure came two years after 
a refinery explosion in Texas City. 
One of the worst U.S. industrial ac- 
cidents in two decades, it resulted in 
the deaths of 15 workers and injuries 
to 170 others. Although an internal 
Cont'd on pg.

BIG TENT DEMOCRACY TOUTED 
AT TOWN HALL MEETING 


“If you are afraid to take your franchise, then 
screw you: you don't deserve it.” 

So said Ken Chapman, a Progressive 
Conservative and political consultant, at a 
Monday town hall meeting on democracy 
in Alberta 

The crowd of over 150 people who filled 
at the Glenora Community Hall that night 
represented a range of political affiliations, 
heavy on the Liberals and Greens, but with 


| ahandful of Progressive Conservatives also 


in the mix. Although no one could say for 
sure what would come of the meeting, the 
hall was full of enthusiasm for something, 
anything, other than the last provincial 
election's dismal voter turnout and the cur- 
rent political playing field. 

The night was organized by Liberal MLAs 
Laurie Blakeman from Edmonton-Centre 
and David Swann from Calgary-Mountain 
View, and is a continuation of Swann's 
meetings in Calgary on improving demo- 
cratic participation in Alberta. 

The doctor-tumed-politician is also ex- 
ploring changes to Liberal Party policy—in- 
cluding a possible change to the party 
Name—as a response to the recent provin- 
cial election in which the Liberals lost seven 
seats, almost half their previous total of 16. 
He called for citizens to figure out what they 
wanted, “and then we will join you.” 

Chapman was part of the panel of speak- 
ers that kicked off the discussions; others 
Included Joe Anglin, a past Green Party 
candidate. Anglin also urged the audience to 
take their voting rights seriously. 

Comments from the audience were point- 
ed squarely at both politicians and the me- 
dia. Jennie Bobcock, who raises cattle in the 
Fort Saskatchewan area, said she'd lost faith 
in both the political system and the media. 
When Swann brought up problems with the 
sour gas wells in her area during question 
period in the legislature, she watched as 
MLAs ignored him and idly chatted with one 
another. She was also upset that the media 
didn't print anything substantial about a 
“life-and-death situation.” 

Chris Stockdale, a past member of both 
the NDP and Greens in British Columbia 


~ and now an Albertan looking for a political 


home, called for citizens to forget labels and 
for the opposition to step up their game.

CHRIS WOOD CHALLENGES 
CONVENTIONAL CANADIAN 
THINKING ABOUT BUYING AND 
SELLING WATER IN DRY SPRING 


DRY SPRING: THE COMING WATER CRISIS 
OF NORTH AMERICA 
By Chris Wood. Raincoast Books. 350 pp. $23.95. 





Chris Wood wants to put a price 
on Canada’s water so that it can be 
bought and sold by private compa- 
nies. 

Did you just shiver? Did your head 
shake in denial? 

Well, according to Wood, a veter 
an journalist and the author of Dry 
Spring: The Coming Water Crisis of 
North America, the knee-jerk rejec- 
tion of the commodification of water 
isn’t helping Canada prepare for the 
future. He contends that the only 
way bottom-line-oriented companies 
will start conserving water is if we 
make them pay for it 

But even mentioning water and 
the marketplace in the same breath 
has become 
Wood says, as a result of “chilling” 


impossible—largely, 


rhetoric from the Council of Canadi- 
ans, a national progressive advocacy 
group, and their chairperson, Maude 
Barlow. 

Barlow is best known for her cam- 
paigns to-keep water in the public 
realm—and she's put forth her posi 
tion at length in the book Blue Gold 
The Battle Against Corporate Theft 
of the World’s Water. She and the 
Council contend that under the North 
American Free Trade Agreement, 
once it is sold, water becomes a good 
and Canadian governments would 
be powerless to stop companies from 
selling it, even if water were needed 
in Canada. That's a grim prospect, 
especially when taken in conjunction 
with predictions from water experts 
like David Schindler, the University 
of Alberta scientist who says Alberta 
is headed for a period of droughts 

And so, Wood's call for Ganada to 
put a price on water:Wwould seem to 
put him in the ultra-conservative, 
iiber-capitalist realrm. But Wood also 
calls for very stringent environmen- 
tal controls and better water man- 
agement. Before water is sold in any 
form—including water exports hid- 
den in the oil flowing to the United 
States—cautious, science-based lim- 
its on the use of water need to be in 
place, especially in Alberta 

Indeed, Wood never set out to be 
controversial. When the 55-year-old 
writer started Dry Spring over three 
years ago, it was as a result of the 
extreme weather he was observing 
and reporting on, and the increas- 
ingly urgent need to address the is- 
sue of climate change. (At the time, 
scientists expected the Arctic to be 
free of ice by 2050. Halfway though 
the book, that date was adjusted to 
2040, and by the time Wood fin-

ished, some scientists were placing 
their bets on 2020.) 

Wood spoke with people across 
Canada and the world, and his ac- 
counts put you on the ground, smack 
in the middle of forest fires, dusty 
plains cities, and coastal villages 
threatened by an encroaching sea. 
His main message centres on how 
urgent and personal climate change 
really is, and-how water management 
will determine how well we deal with 
coming changes 
current thinking on water privatiza-

tion is just one part of the wider dis- 
cussion he says Canadians should be 
having about water. 

SEE spoke with the reluctant con- 
trarian from his home on Vancouver 
Island, and here’s what he had to say 
about the oilsands, aqua nationalists, 
and the dangers of environmental 
defeatism 


SEE Magazine: Did you set out to 
challenge Canadians’ ideas about 
water and the Council of Canadians’ 
stance? 

Chris Wood: | have long been 
skeptical about the notion that*cer- 
tain things are best protected in the 
public commons. | lived on the East 
coast when the cod fisheries were left 
in the commons and were destroyed. 
We no longer have a cod fishery in 
Canada because it was left in the 
public commons. Anyone could get 
at them and they did until they were 
gone. 

So, I don't think that’s a good mod- 
el for water. The more I looked at it, 
the more the worries of the Council 
of Canadians seemed like less of a

threat, and certainly not the worst 
problem 

SEE: In Dry Spring you argue that 
the U.S, isn’t really interested in our 
water because moving water is much 
more expensive than implement- 
ing better resource management. 
But the economics of a project can 
change very quickly. The oilsands 
have only recently become economi- 
cally viable. Couldn't something like 
that happen with water? 

CW: To a degree, that’s true. What 
you have to appreciate is that when 
the price goes up, all kinds of other 
things change in that market. In the 
same way that oil went up to the 
point that tarsands oil makes eco- 
nomic sense, a whole lot of other 
things begin to make economic sense 
too. In Pennsylvania there are power 
companies that are backing out of 
their coal-fire plants for wind-fire 
plants because the wind is cheaper 
on a straight up economic basis 
People are no longer buying SUVs... 
There's going to be alternatives that 
are much more attractive than com- 
ing to Canada to get it. Finally, noth- 
ing short of guns can oblige Canada 
to run a pipe from Lake Athabasca to 
ship in anything besides extremely 
low volumes. 

SEE: Are markets the best way to 
prioritize water use? As just one ex- 
ample here in Alberta, an entertain- 
ment complex outside Balzac was 
able to purchase water rights even 
though there's a moratorium on new 
water licenses from the Bow River. 

CW: Well, whether that's good or 
bad management depends on what 
you want at the end of the day. I'm 


not suggesting that everything be left 


willy-nilly to the market. Nowhere in 
the book do I suggest that. Of course 
there need to be rules... We should 
have transparent, cautious, and sci- 
ence-based ways of determining how 
much water we take out so that we 
do leave enough for wildlife. But 
once you have that sum that you can 
take out, how do you divide it up? 
Do you have government dictate—so 
much here, so much there? By sec- 
tor? Industry changes and it doesn’t 
make sense to give one industry [a 
fixed amount]. If it’s economical for 
a company to save water, they will.” 

SEE: What are some examples of 
buying and selling water that have 
helped conserve it? 

CW: At the University of Leth- 
bridge, Lorraine Nicol has researched 
the irrigation districts where they are 
buying and selling water rights [for 
the first time in Canada]. The water 
generally moves from less efficient 
irrigation technology and growing 
lower-value crops to highly efficient 
irrigation and higher-value crops. 
To me, that's exactly what we want 
to see happen with our water. We 
want our economy to grow, and we 
can only do that if we get more out 


. of each drop of water. I don’t see why 


that wouldn't be possible with indus- 
trial zones, which lend themselves to 
trading wastewater, There's no rea- 
son that I can see that we should be 
cleaning all this water that industry 
uses to potable standards if they can 
be buying it from each other and re- 
cycling it. 

SEE: Edmonton is selling the treat- 
ment of municipal wastewater to the 





proposed upgraders northeast of the 
city. But there isn’t a decrease in the 
consumption of water. 

CW: That's a political decision, not 
a market decision, And I have grave 
concerns about developing the oil- 
sands because of the availability of 
water. It is disjointed to be concerned 
about nonexistent bulk exports of 
water when we are shipping three or 
four Exxon Valdez tankerloads of wa- 
ter underground every single day in 
order to sell oil to the United States 
Markets do require regulation... A 
cap on the amount of water coming 
out of the Athabasca creates scarcity 
forthe remaining water, which allows 
the people who need that water—the 
oil companies—to work out what it's 
worth to them, and make that work 
with the rest of the accounting. At 
the end of the day, that means in- 
creases in their costs and prices. 

SEE: And that would be a cost to- 
day instead of an environmental cost 
for the next generation of Albertans 
But it’s going to be a while before that 
becomes mainstream, 

CW: One of the things that I think 
is going to be deadly for us as cli 
mate impacts accumulate—and they 
are and will—is overcoming despair 
Things do take time to change. | 
remember when smoking was ev 
erywhere. It took 30 years from the 
time folks discovered that smoking '§ 
bad for you to when it became some 
thing that you can’t do in public plac 
es. But unless we start having thos? 
conversations, we don’t get to the 
end of that 30 years, which is why 
I hope we can open up the convers* 
tion on water.

THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT IS 
CONSIDERING A REDUCTION IN LOCAL 
PUBLIC CONSULTATION ON DRINKING 
WATER PROJECTS 





Public consultation could end up as merely 
a guideline for drinking water well projects, 
if proposed federal legislative changes go 


_ though. 


Inan effort to speed up the approvals for 
large, federally funded municipal and com- 
munity drinking water wells, the national 
environmental assessment agency is con- 
sidering removing the legal requirements for 
cities or private companies to consult the 
public. The legal requirement for a report on 


| the capacity of the water table could also 


be removed. 

“It's a trend that’s concerning,” says Jodie 
Hierlmeier, staff lawyer with the Environ- 
mental Law Centre in Edmonton. “It's a 
move to improve efficiency in approving 
projects rather than focusing on the envi- 
ronmental impacts.” 

Large well projects that serve 6,500 to 
7,000 people still require an environmental 
screening, which includes requirements 


for the builders of the well to consider the 
cumulative damage to the environment and 
look at ways to avoid that damage. 

Municipalities, industry, and federal gov- 
ernment staff felt that well projects weren't 
likely to have substantial environmental 
impacts, and that the more stringent 
environmental assessments were slowing 
down the projects. 

However, environmental assessments are 
done precisely because the people drilling 
the well might not know how they are 
affecting the underground water levels in 
surrounding areas, says Hierlmeier. 

“Especially when you are dealing with ru- 
ral or First Nations areas,” she says, “[Local] 
people have important knowledge of these 
water systems. That input might not get to 
the decision-maker or come early enough to 
influence how a project is developed.” 

And while only three per cent of the water 
Albertans drink comes from underground 
sources, according to Alberta Environment, 
as the province's rivers are used up, we will 
likely come to depend more on groundwa- 
ter, says University of Alberta professor Uldis 
Silins, who works in the renewable resources

department. There are already water 
withdrawal moratoriums on the South 
Saskatchewan and Bow rivers. 

“With continued population growth 
and expansion of economic development, 
there's going to be more pressure on these 
groundwater sources,” he says. 

Nicholas Girard, a spokesperson with 
the Canadian Environmental Assessment 
Agency (CEAA), emphasizes that only 
projects that are federally funded would be 
affected, and that although public consul- 
tation would no longer be legally required, 
it would be included in the guidelines to 
cities and companies. "We will highlight 
the importance of public consultation, to 
encourage those proponents that take on 
these projects to talk to the public,” he says. 

In Alberta, a water license is needed 
for any well project. Applying for a water 
license requires the posting of advertise- 
ments featuring project details and the 
holding of a public meeting for residents 
to voice their concerns. However, once a 
company or city has a water license, public 
consultation on the construction of the well 
is only recommended.

leaving BP, Manzoni was appointed 
president and CEO of Talisman in 
September 2007.

man’s corporate responsibility poli- 
cies, which we apply to everywhere 
we operate, we also apply in KRG.”

While the situation in Kurdistan 
differs from Sudan, Talisman will 
nonetheless face criticism from non- 
governmental organizations (NGOs) 
for dealing with a government that 
could be supporting terrorists and 
violating human rights, says Jaana 
Woiceshyn, associate professor of 
strategy and global management 
at the University of Calgary. “It’s 
the whole idea that people are criti- 
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cal of oil companies when they go 
explore and produce oil in places 
where there’s conflict.” According to 
Woiceshyn, Talisman will also have 
to assess whether the risks outweigh 
the benefits, which should include 
shareholder interests, worker safety, 
and the possibility of the govern- 
ment nationalizing the company’s 
assets. “The whole issue of whether 
NGOs will be critical of them should 
be secondary,” she says. “What they 
need for that is they need to be able to 
stand up and say, ‘We have the moral 
right to go explore and produce oil in 
this place."” 

Nancy Palardy, senior analyst with 
Jantzi Research, an independent in- 
vestment research firm, believes Tal- 
isman has made solid gains on social 
issues following the fallout of the Su 
dan affair. “They learned a lot from 
their time in Sudan,” says Palardy 
“They are a company that was in the 
spotlight for a number of years. My 
sense is that they will do whatever 
they can to ensure that things are 
handled properly.” 

Along with signing onto the Ex- 
tractive Industries Transparency Ini- 
tiative (EITI), Talisman has signed 
onto the Voluntary Principles on 
Security and Human Rights, which 
acts as a framework for companies 
to reduce the risk of human rights 
abuses and promote respect for hu- 
man rights. While these initiatives 
are voluntary, Palardy says it does 
reflect a company that is at the least 
grappling with these issues and at- 
tempting to address them. 

“Maybe they've learned a lesson 
from [Sudan],” says Middleton. “But 
I think investors and certainly me- 
dia should be asking an awful lot of 
questions.”

GUEST EXPERT DAVE COURNOYER

REFLECTS ON HIS 
EXPERIENCES WITH THE 
OUTGOING LIBERAL LEADER 
Most Albertans only get to know 
their political leaders though the 
media's fast and furious 10-second 
soundbites, pundits’ columns, and 
campaign ads. These are construct- 
ed images, created by the politicians, 
the parties, the media, and, of course, 
their opponents, 

Ask someone what they know 
about Alberta’s politicians, and if 
they don't draw a blank, they might 
tell you that Premier Ed Stelmach is 
a farmer; Liberal leader Kevin Taft is 
a distant and overly academic ivory- 
tower type; and New Democrat lead- 
er Brian Mason is a crazy left-wing 
union-loving socialist 

Kevin Taft recently announced that 
he’s stepping down as leader of the 
Alberta Liberals by January 2009 
Since he announced his departure, 
I've had time to take a step back and 
reflect on my own non-media image 
of Taft, having worked with him both 
as an advocate for post-secondary 
education and a party staffer. 

I met Taft before he became a 
party leader. Having just read his 
book Shredding the Public Interest, 
I was curious to meet the man whom 
Ralph Klein had labeled a “commu- 
nist” for his criticisms of his govern- 

ve 1990s cutbacks. 
tanding at the back of 
a room packed with volunteers and 


In the 2001 election, Taft held back 
Klein's Tory blue wave by defeating 
his opponent iby a healthy margin of 
over 1,500 votes. The next two elec 
tions continued to see Edmonton 
Riverview voters re-elect Taft with 
large margins, giving him the largest 
margin of victory in the province in 
2004. 

Over his four years as leader, Taft 
helped the party increased its mem 
bership, paid down half its debt, and 
elected 16 MLAs in the 2004 elec- 
tion (an increase of nine seats). That 
was a success, even if most Alber 
tans now only remember the defeat 
of March 2008. 

Looking beyond the official im 
age, many Albertans probably don't 
know that after joining hundreds of 
volunteers and supporters at Don 
Iveson's Ward 5 election night party 
at the Black Dog on the night of the 
2007 municipal election, rather than 
hog the media spotlight like a typical 
politician, Taft joined Iveson’s volun- 
teers as they huddled around a Mac- 
Book at the back of the Dog to help 
them write the victory press release 
He was the kind of guy who liked to 
get his hands dirty and help out. 

But opponents on both sides of the 
political spectrum labeled Taft as an 
out-of-touch academic rather than a 
successful Albertan who, after earn 
ing a Ph.D. in business from the 
University of Warwick in the U.K 
returned home to Alberta instead of 
moving to a big city like Toronto or 
Vancouver. Taft struggled to shed 
this image.

The Hub Of Alberta Avenue

They're fresh. They foster vision. 
Their roots are firmly planted. Who 
knew Edmonton's arts community 
had so much in common with an or- 
ange, carotene-rich vegetable? 

Last month, more than 200 people 
gathered to sing “Happy Birthday” to 
18 Avenue’s community arts coffee- 
house: The Carrot was turning one 
year old. 

“The Carrot is like a fireplace,” 
Says poet Jannie Edwards. “People 
naturally want to gather round it.” 

Run by Arts on the Ave, the Carrot 
's part of the organization's initiative 
to infuse the arts into the Alberta 
Avenue area. “The Carrot is a com- 
munity rumpus room for all kinds 
of creative endeavours,” says the 
coffeehouse director, Christy Mo- 
Tin. “We have live music, improy, art 
workshops, book launches, readings, 
a book-writing club, and even activi- 
ties for babies and kids. There's no 
limit to what kind of art can be expe- 
nenced here.” : 

With many artists now living 
and working in the Alberta Avenue

neighbourhood, the lower housing 
costs of 118th have attracted these 
new settlers who aren't willing to pay 
the skyrocketing rents of traditional 
art hubs like Whyte Avenue. So is 
118th the next Whyte Ave? 

Well, Whyte hasn't always been the 
overpriced place to be seen it is today 
Shirley Lowe of the Old Strathcona 
Business Association explains that 
Whyte became a centre for Edmon- 
ton's arts community largely because 
rent used to be dirt cheap. “There 
were lots of empty storefronts,” she 
says. “Artists used them because rent 
was low and it wasn’t a popular loca- 
tion.” But as people started to com- 
pete for those spaces, she says, “The 
people who depended on almost free 
rent moved out.” 

Today, it's nearly impossible to 
find a place to rent around Whyte 
Ave. And if you do find one, it'll 
likely take a hefty toll on your bank 
account. “Depending on what you 
want,” Lowe explains, “it can be very 
difficult and costly.” The result: an 
exodus of artists from the Whyte 
neighbourhood to areas like Alberta 
Avenue.

it back. And perhaps Edmontonians 
are justified in being intimidated at 
the thought of living around Alberta 
Avenue. “There are drunk or high 
people walking the streets, and there 
are still some prostitutes as well,” ad- 
mits musician Dave Von Bieker, who 
moved to the 118 Ave neighbourhood 
three years ago. “You will see things 
that are not pleasant, things you 
wouldn't see in a clean-cut suburban 
neighbourhood.” 

Jannie Edwards recalls once re- 
citing poetry outside on 118 Ave. 
“Across the street were cops mak- 
ing an arrest,” she says. “There were 
people down on the ground, hand- 
cuffed.” 

But for sculptor Ritchie Velthuis, 
118th isn’t as scary as people think. 
“The area’s stigma is no longer com- 
pletely justified,” he says confidently, 
having lived there for 14 years. 

And this change in reputation is 
largely thanks to The Carrot. 

“There is coming a day when a 
single carrot freshly observed will set 
off a revolution” Morin says, quot- 
ing French artist Paul Cézanne. “The 
arts have led to the creation of deep- 
rooted relationships at The Carrot 
that are giving the neighbourhood a 
boost.” : 

Last year, The Carrot’s grand open- 


ing seemed like a sign that Alberta 
Ave was overcoming its bad reputa- 
tion. “We were taking back the Av- 
enue in a way,” Von Bieker explains. 
“We were all saying, ‘We live here 
and we're going to start being proud 
of that. We're not going to be intimi- 
dated by the crime or other things 
that may have defined this place in 
the past.” 

FACE TO FACE 

“The Carrot is a place for the art of 
connecting,” Morin says. “We've 
lost that with our Blackberries and 
e-mail.” 

Von Bieker agrees. “There's an au- 
thentic community forming here,” 
he says. “It feels like a small town 
when I'm on the Avenue now.” 

Uniting members of the arts com- 
munity is part of the Carrot's man- 
date: professional artists and musi- 
cians are paid, but the coffeehouse 
itself is completely volunteer-run. 
Volunteers do everything from serv- 
ing lattes to planning art events 
and curating exhibits. They’ve even 
trained one barista who is completely 
blind. 

As it builds community, The Car- 
Tot is creating an environment where 
artistic expression thrives. Von Biek- 
er credits The Carrot with helping 
him develop as a musician. “I get the

chance to try out new material,” he 
says. “I’ve certainly become more 
confident and comfortable onstage 
as well... Besides the gigs I’ve had 
there, I’ve met many other artists 
that have led to both friendships, 
creative inspiration and actually, to 
other gigs.” 

“There are few venues where you 
can meet artists informally,” Velthuis 
says. “The Carrot provides artists 
with the opportunity to network and 
do fun and creative things.” 

And thanks to a grant from the 
Edmonton Community Foundation, 
The Carrot now plans to hire its own 
manager. “It's a huge permanent 
step,” Morin says. “It will help us 
plan projects that can flourish into 
the future.” 

For Edmonton's arts community, 
knowing that The Carrot will be 
sticking around is music to their 
ears. “Every time I go, there is 
someone who surprises me, some 
diamond in the rough who really 
has something special to share,” Von 
Bieker says. “This neighbourhood is 
full of people who are not willing to 
give up. As Bruce Cockburn put it, 
we've gotta kick at the darkness till it 
bleeds daylight.”

Tetra Paks are also being applaud- 
ed for their environmental friendli- 
ness. As they are significantly more 
lightweight than bottles, the associ- 
ated transportation costs and emis- 
sions are reduced by up to 75 per 
cent, according to Crawford, Making 
a Tetra Pak also takes about half the 
energy required to produce a glass 
bottle, and the empties are easier to 
recover in recycling programs than 
glass. Finally, they also eradicate the 
danger of glass breakage, which can 
be particularly hazardous in certain 
places—it's a lot easier to pick up a 
slightly dented carton than it is to 
clean up bits of glass hiding in your 
lawn 

Tetra wines also have the advan- 
tage of lasting longer once they're 
opened. If you squish the package 
until all the air is gone and then cap 
it, the wine will last more than a 
week in your fridge. Plus you don't 
have to mess around with air pumps, 
preservative gas sprays, or a leaky 
cork dripping wine all over your 
sandwich meat 

All of which is very well, but the 
question remains: what do these 


wines taste like?

Well, for starters, once you pour 
them into a glass, they don’t bear any 
evidence of their packaging—I didn’t 
notice any strange synthetic aromas 
or weird plastic flavours. Crawford 
informed me that the winery con- 
ducted several blind tastings, com- 
paring Thirsty Lizard from a bottle 
with the same wine from a Tetra 
Pak. Not one taster could detect any 
difference between the two. 

In terms of the actual taste, I found 
that they were pretty much on par 
with what you'd expect from a wine 
at that price range. The NV Peller 
Estates Pinot Grigio ($12 for one 
litre) was pretty simple; there are 
some light fruity aromas followed 
by a one-dimensional, crisp palate.. 
and that's about it. However, fished 
straight out of the cooler’s ice water 
and swigged on a hot day, it would be 
quite refreshing. 

The NV Vendange Chardonnay 
($8 for 500 mL) was similar to the 
Pinot Grigio in that it was quite plain, 
with some simple apple fruit and a 
touch of oak—like any other run-of- 
the-mill Californian Chard. Again, it 
needs to be served pretty cold to be 
fully enjoyable. 

The red Tetra Pak wines showed 
much better than the whites. The 
2005 Thirsty Lizard Shiraz ($14 for 
one litre) is surprisingly robust and 
full-bodied—cheaper often 
tend to be thin and watery. The nose 


wines 


presented an almost overwhelming 
amount of sweet black licorice along 
with some vanilla and a touch of 
oregano, while the palate was con 
centrated and full. The finish was a 
little hot, though chilling it slightly 
tones down this alcohol and makes it 
much more refreshing. Overall, not 
a bad wine for the money. 

I found it ironic that the European 
Tetra Pak wine, the 2005 French 
Rabbit Cabernet Sauvignon ($13 for 
one litre), went with a conscious 
ly playful name, while the North 
Americans adopted European names 
(Vendange, Pinot Grigio). Come on, 
guys: the wine is in a bloody Tetra 
Pak—let’s be honest with ourselves 
The nose on the French Rabbit was 
fruity and perfumey, while the pal- 
ate had smooth tannins and flavours 
of blackcurrant and grilled red pep- 
per. It is lighter than most Cabs, but 
would still make a good partner to 
barbecued foods and picnic fare. 

Overall, Tetra Pak wines have their 
place in the wine world. While I’m 
not about to substitute a nice bottle 
for a Tetra Pak at my next formal 
dinner, I won't shun a glass offered 
to me at a party or a picnic. Consid- 
ering their staying power, they also 
have a valuable place in the fridge as 
cooking wine. And hey, if you swig it 
right out of the box, you don’t have 
to worry about bugs getting in your 
drink either.

Besides that, 
one’s responsibilities make it increas- 
ingly difficult to drop everything and 
go on some footloose hippie rampage 
across the country, drinking beer for 
breakfast in various melodious plots 
of beechen green and shadows num- 
berless, subsisting on beef jerky and 
Trscuits and smelling like armpits 
for several consecutive days. 

There's certainly something con- 
structive, though, in taking the mea- 
sure of how immense and diverse 
this country is, and how much of it 
we've managed to preserve from get- 
tng wrecked. Some unjaded quad- 
rant of my juvenile consciousness 
still thrills every time the car passes 
from one province to another—well, 
the transition through Lloydminster 
's less than stirring, but the environs 
dramatically shift when you emerge 
ftom the Saskatchewan prairie, its 
srasslands and canola fields stacked 
n horizontal bars of colour against 
the boundless sky, and descend at 
Roblin, Manitoba into a rolling val- 
ley tufted with bushy clumps of for- 
est above a steely-blue lake. 

At the Ontario border, the high- 





way suddenly starts to buck and 
twist as craggy chunks of the Ca 
nadian Shield loom up over the 
steady stream of logging traffic and 
American sportsmen pulling enor- 
mous boats behind their loaded-to- 
the-tits rolling mansions. The latter 
are a reminder that for some, road- 
tripping is a God-given right, an 
earthly reward for the toil that goes 
into amassing conspicuous material 
wealth, and that gas would have to 
become dearer than donor kidneys 
before they parked their RVs, ATVs, 
and outboard motors for good 

The first stop on our adventure 
(after a night with rellies in Prince 
Albert) was a sodden two-day stint 
in Riding Mountain National Park, 
near Dauphin, Manitoba. Confined 
to car and tent by rain, marble-sized 
hail, and clouds of weatherproof 
stinging insects, we got familiar 
with The Rough Guide to Canada, | 
the snooty, foreign-authored travel | 
book that has this to say (on page 
647) about your fair hometown and | 
environs: | 

“Apart from making the pilgrim- |

tival in August, there's really scant 
reason to visit Edmonton... The rip- 
pling hills of dreary prairie country 
that surround Edmonton are full of 
welcoming little towns, though none | 
call out for a special trip.” 

The guide goes on to tout West | 
Edmonton Mall as the city’s premier | 


standing attraction. Wow, no wonder | 
I wanted to get out of town so badly. 
Calgary, on the other hand, is held up 
as a gem of urbanity and culture, plus 
they have the Rockies. Of course no 
one who lives here believes that the 
Folk Fest and the Mall are the only 
things that Edmonton has going for 
it, but clearly we're doing something 
wrong if a significant portion of the 
world never learns differently. (Inci- 


dentally, none of the Americans I've 
talked to on this trip knew where Ed- 
monton is. One woman from Iowa 
thought it was about six hours from 
Kenora by car, but she wasn't sure 
which direction.) 

Now past the geographic centre 
of Canada somewhere before Win- 
nipeg, The Last Road Trip Ever 
presses eastward to the self-impor- 
tant centres of Canada in search of 
sunshine, friendly strangers, and 
insights into the national zeitgeist, 
or at least some decent regional mi- 
crobrews. Stay tuned.

The thing that you have to remem- 
ber about a restaurant review is that 
it's not the review of a restaurant, it's 
the review of a meal (sometimes two 
or three). Presumably no restaurant 
worth visiting is going to distill the 
essence of its menu into a single sit- 
ting. That's the rationale I’m invok- 
ing for my latest visit to Parkallen 
Restaurant, a longstanding staple of

mus. | relented 

Turns out we were absolutely right: 
the combination of the dishes and 
the wine was pretty much perfect, 
especially if you subscribe to the 
notion that the Mediterranean diet 
is intrinsically balanced and whole- 
some. The salads and goat cheese 
came first, Parkallen’s fatouche, if 
not famous, should be. The tradition- 
al Lebanese salad features shredded 
romaine, fresh herbs, toasted pita 
morsels, peppers, red onions, and 
radishes tossed in good olive oil and 
lemon, and Parkallen’s is a crisp and 
refreshing side to pizza and meaty 
things. It was even a nice comple- 
ment to the other salad, which hap- 
pened to feature a generous portion 
of meat—perfectly grilled slices of 
seasoned, lemon-infused lamb, to 
be precise. | had already added it to 
my list of things to eat again soon. 
And what can you say about grape 
leaves stuffed with goat cheese? It's 
goat cheese with a little lemon and 
oregano inside a pickled grape leaf. 
Of course it’s delicious. 

We weren't even sure we needed 
more food, but out came the zaatar 
and calamari. Zaatar is actually the 
name of a spice blend made from 
dried thyme, oregano, sumac, and 
sesame seeds. Yum, right? But when 
mixed with extra virgin olive oil and 
spread over flatbread, it becomes 
magically aromatic, astringent, and 
nutty. Parkallen had spread zaatar 
over pizza crust and baked it golden 
brown, then served it with tomato 
and green pepper slices. It's a good 
thing we had bread, because the 
loops of calamari came smothered in 
tangy tomato sauce with stiff doses 
of garlic and pepper that needed to 
daubed up. Since the calamari had 
been sautéed rather than deep-fried 
in batter, it retained a delicately al 
dente texture calamari almost never 
has while still standing up to the zesty 
sauce. The zaatar came in handy for 
mopping up what was left. 

In addition to their regular din- 
ner menu, Parkallen recently intro- 
duced a brunch menu on Saturdays 
and Sundays (as well as installing a 


glassed-in outdoor patio along a fea- 
tureless strip of 109 Street). If our 
most recent meal was anything to go 
by, breakfast at Parkallen would be 
well worth looking into. 





BURGERS 
MOTORAUNT (12406-66 ST) Although the food is 
relatively good, the real reason to visit Motoraunt is to see 
the physical structure of the place. To say it’s unique hardly 
does it justice. Unless you've been before, you've likely never 
had an experience like Motoraunt.

WE DECIDED TO FIND OUT 





“I give this song minus-1,000 out of 
10!” 

“It’s completely pointless!” 

“[ got really bored really fast.” 

“Psych! €delic! And __ totally 
funky!” 

No, that’s not a conversation be- 
tween hipsters comparing notes at 
Listen Records; they're actually some 
of the comments SEE got back when 
we decided to perform a musical ex- 
periment after reading the shortlist 
of 10 nominees for the 2008 Polaris 
Music Prize—an award for “the year’s 
best full-length Canadian album, 
judged solely on artistic merit, with- 
out regard.to genre or sales figures.” 
Over the next few months, music 
critics across Canada (including 
SEE’s own Fawnda Mithrush) will be 
voting on a winner, which will be an- 
nounced at a ceremony on Septem- 
ber 29. 

But we started wondering: what if 
the winner of the Polaris Prize wasn't 
determined by an insider group of 
pointy-headed music nerds? 

What if, instead, the voters were all 
preteen kids? 

And once that whimsical idea got 
into our heads, we couldn't shake 
it loose. And so, we decided to stop 
wondering what would happen and 
instead round up a bunch of kids and 
find out for real 

Our “Preteen Polaris Prize Panel” 
consisted of six kids between the 
ages of 10 and 12. We sat them down 
in the SEE office on a Saturday after- 
noon, loosened them up with some 
juice and Timbits, played them one 
representative song from each of the 
10 Polaris-nominated albums, and 
asked them for their honest respons- 
es. A simple process, but we gained a 
lot of insights along the way, includ- 
ing: rap is not as popular with kids as 
people think; don’t let music critics 
eat too many gummi worms or you'll 
never be able to stop them from 
drumming on the table; and a Stars 
children’s album would be a terrible, 
terrible idea. 

But the big Stars trainwreck can 
wait. Instead, let's get started by 
blowing out some youthful eardrums 
with those hard-rocking Vancouveri- 
tes of Black Mountain... 
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BLACK MOUNTAIN, 

IN THE FUTURE 

Song: “Stormy High” 

This track's chugging guitar riff is an 
immediate hit with Zack, the rock- 
ist of the bunch, who immediately 
launches into a spirited air guitar rou- 
tine in his seat. It’s no “Iron Man,” he 
says, but he gives it a hearty 9 out 
of 10. Cole is an even bigger fan of 
the track, and immediately shatters 
our zero-to-10 rating scale by award- 
ing it a score of 100. “It's one of the 
best songs I've ever heard!” he raves. 
Even Jessica, the Led Zeppelin dab- 
bler, likes the beat enough to give it 
a 7. But Anna is more skeptical: “It's 
lacking in something,” she says. “It's 
not complete. There's no depth, and 
you can barely hear the words.” 

“T could find meaning in it!” Zack 
argues. “They're being chased by 
some witch who's put a spell on them 
and is on their trail.” 

The girls think Zack is being too 
literal-minded—“I don’t think it’s lit- 
erally a witch,” says Anna. “I think 
you have to interpret it more.” 

“Okay,” Zack replies. “Maybe it's 
about a guy who's forgotten to take 
out the trash and his wife is yelling at 
him!” Hmm... do kids still form their 
impression of marriage from The 


Flintstones? 





PLANTS AND ANIMALS, 

PARC AVENUE 

Song: “A L’Orée Des Bois” 

“Is this still the same song?” asks 
Kass during this track’s final muin- 
ute and a half, a slow, singsongy 
coda that sounds nothing like the 
laid-back melody it began with. This 
track has something for everyone to 
dislike, it seems: Cole says the words 
meant nothing to him and gives it a 
measly 1. (He's got a point: the lyr- 
ics are pretty elliptical—once they get 


past the first verse, even I can't make 
heads or tails of them.) Zack gives 
the song a 2, and says the lines near 
the end about “Jean-Baptiste coming 
to eat us all alive” make it sound like 
a horror movie. Kass and Jacob both 
give it a 2, although they did get a 
kick out of the “funny ending.” 

The girls are a little more forgiv- 
ing: Anna says she likes the music 
but got bored by the way the volume 
stayed at the same medium-loud 
level throughout the whole song. 
It's a 6.5 in her book. And Jessica is 
the song's only true fan: she gives 
it a 9. “I liked the music,” she says, 
“and I thought the singer had a good 
voice. But I didn’t like that there’s no 


climax.’ 





THE WEAKERTHANS, 

REUNION TOUR 

Song: “Virtue The Cat Explains 
Her Departure” 

The title of this story-song from the 
point of view of a runaway housecat 
turns out to be unexpectedly contro- 
versial. “Who'd buy an album with 
a song with that title on it?” says 
market-conscious Zack, who gives 
the song a 4. “You've got to think of 
these things through the consumer's 
eyes! In the consumer world, you've 
got to have a good name!” 

An obviously exasperated Anna 
sticks up for the alternative point of 
view: “Some people are outcasts,” 
she says, “and they think these 
things are cool. Different people like 
different things. The name shouldn't 
matter! You can’t judge a book by its 
cover.” That said, she’s still not wild 
about the song and gives it a medio- 
cre score of 5. 

Jessica already knows about The 
Weakerthans from listening to them 
with her dad. “I’ve always thought 
they were an interesting band,” she 
says, “but I agree that the title needs 
to draw people in more. But as long 
as the title is relevant to the song, 
it's okay. And I like the music.” She 
gives them an 8. 

The title doesn’t matter to Cole: 
he gives it a 7 because, he says, the 


verse about Virtue cuddling up on 
her owner's chest while he sleeps 
“reminds me of my cat.”

CARIBOU, ANDORRA 
Song: “Eli” 
This intricately produced piece of 
sunshiney electronic pop is the most 
divisive track of the day so far. Three 
of the panelists give it a perfect 10: 
Cole loves the pillow-soft, half-bur- 
ied vocals, Jessica loves the way the 
lavish instrumentation and the mul- 
tiple background layers “give you lots 
to look at” (and she gives it bonus 
points for “lyrics that actually mean 
something”), and even Zack the 
rockist says the track “has heart and 
soul,” and cites Bob Marley's “Buf- 
falo Soldier” as another song that 
proves you don't have to be loud and 
aggressive to affect your listener. 
But the other three jurors are left 
shrugging their soldiers with indiffer- 
ence: Kass wanted to hear the vocals 
more clearly and gives it a 5.5; Jacob 
likes the rhythms but says the vocals 
are “like a two-year-old whining” and 
gives it a 5; and Anna can't see the 
point of putting lyrics into a song 
when you can’t understand them and 
thinks the whole thing would have 
been better as a pure instrumental. 
As it is, though, she gives it a 5.5. 





BASIA BULAT, OH, MY DARLING 
Song: “I Was A Daughter” 

This offbeat bit of female-friendly 
alternative folk finds an unexpected 
champion in Jacob, who responds 
to the track's edgy, unpredictable 
rhythms—lots of quick handclaps 
and military drums setting off a 
slower, almost gypsy-like violin mel- 
ody. “It's an awesome song!” he says, 
awarding it an 8. “I like that it has a 
fast beat.”

“I liked the rhythms too,” says 
Anna. “But I didn’t get the title. It 
didn’t make any sense to me.” 

For the first time all day, Anna 
and Zack, two kids at the opposite 
ends of the alphabet, seem to be in 
agreement: “I liked the beat,” Zack 
says, “but I didn’t get this song ei- 
ther. And the title didn’t draw me in 
at all.” He gives it a 4. That seems 
to be the general consensus around 
the table: interesting rhythms but 
weird lyrics that not even the ju- 
rors who are daughters can wrap 
their heads around. “It's an awkward 
song to sing,” says Jessica, who, like 
Cole, gives it a 5. “The lyrics are too 
strange.” 

“Well, I like strange things,” says 
Anna. “I’m a strange person!” The 
lyrics apparently are less of a hurdle 
for her than they seemed at first, and 
she winds up giving the song a 7. 





SHAD, THE OLD PRINCE 
Song: “The Old Prince Still Lives 


. At Home” 


The jury comes back from a halftime 
break to listen to the only hip-hop 
track of the afternoon, and Shad's 
comical account of his cheapskate 
ways is a total dud with the two fe- 
male panelists. “I do not like rap,” 
declares Jessica. “Except for Kanye 
West and Chris Brown, it’s complete- 
ly pointless.” She gives this one a1 

Anna isn't willing to call this track 
pointless—“I think he’s sort of say- 
ing that he accepts living with his 
mother and being poor, but by the 
end he's wishing he had more free- 
dom”—but it still didn’t do anything 
for her. She’s giving it a 3, and she's 
being generous. 

“Of course it had a point!” Jacob 
counters. “It made us all want to 
dance!” Jacob liked everything about 
this song, even the bit in the middle 
where the music cuts out—suppos- 
edly because Shad is too cheap to pay 
for a sample—and gives it a 10, as do 
Kass and Cole, who danced along to 
it with Jacob. But Zack won't have 
anything to do with this groundswell 
of Shad support—he won't budge 
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from his anti-rap stance and gives it 
a 2. Sorry, Shad: tough crowd. 





STARS, IN QUR BEDROOM 
AFTER THE WAR 
Song: “The Night Starts Here” 
Oh my God, what a disaster this one 
was, at least with the boys: Cole be- 
gan holding his hands over his ears 
almost immediately, while Jacob 
moaned, “Ugh! It's a lullaby love sto- 
ty! I give it minus-1,000 out of ten!” 
It's hard to know how much of their 
disgust was honest and how much of 
it was a result of the sugar from the 
Timbits hitting their system, but this 
dreamy, starry-eyed bit of synth-pop 
gets the worst rankings of the after- 
noon. Cole gives it a zero, Kass hated 
the wimpy melody and hated it even 
more when the electric guitar kicked 
in and gives it a 0.5 (which he then 
downgrades to a 0.1), and Zack gives 
ita zero, saying it “sounds insane” 
and comparing it to a Britney Spears 
track. “If | had this album,” he says, 
I'd stomp on it!” 
“If [had this song on my iPod,” Ja- 
cob says, “I'd stomp on my iPod!” 
Anna rolls her eyes at Zack’s com- 
ment—she doesn’t think it sounds 
anything like Britney, although she 
does agree with Jessica that it's defi- 
nitely too repetitive. “The way they 
keep singing ‘The night starts here’ 
really bugged me,” she says, “but it'll 
definitely get stuck in your head.” 
Like Jessica, she gives it a 6... and 
pointedly observes that the song is 
obviously meant for an audience 
other than a bunch of hyperactive 
10-year-old boys. Critics’ feud!

Robin Brass is an interdisciplinary artist originally from Regina &

enous Fine Arts, First Nations University of Canada. Robin is co-founder of 
Sakéwéwak Artists’ Collective, Circle Vision Arts Corp., Red Tattoo Theatre 
Ensemble, and SGkéwéwak’s Storytellers’ festival. She has created works 
including: Mi Ima Ekosit (2008); Beautiful Language (Love Poem for My 
Language) (2007); Root of Love, (2005); and Mining Dog (2000). As well 
as contributing to various group exhibits and collaborations including:

Part |: Untitled Action (weighing) 
Actions of weighing. 


Blindfolded I'll stand naked in high heels and a feather head dress, 
holding two identical metal bowls. My body will be the device that weighs. 
| will stand over the course of several hours as different objects are placed 
into the bowls to be weighed and reweighed against each other. 

Visitors are requested to consider situations, dilemmas, ethical anxiet- 
ies, personal or institutional, private or public, things fhat keep them up 
in the night. They are asked to bring with them objects or ephemera that 
represent these things they want weighed against one another. This pro- 
cess will create a living vocabulary, a kind of poetry of objects build up 
in relation to each other. The objects brought to be wieghed will remain in 
the space, and a book will be available to record the judicial configura- 
tions and stories. 


Part Il : Untitled Action (Still weight) 


This will be an installation work and still performance over a period 
of time in which the objects from the previous work will be catalogued 
and arranged for public viewing. | will remain as a still figure within the 
catalogue and archive of objects. 


Part Ill: Untitled Action (Weighs) 


A movement work of scattered balancing, topplings, and weighted 
moments. The showgirl dances and plays with weight and waiting; co- 
lisions between the hard surface of the physical space with the softness 
and vulnerability of my body. Floor against skin, cold against warmth, falling 
against not falling. The audience bears witness fo these forays; attempts, 
failures, clumsy, ungainly, embarrassed and assured and the ever chang- 
ing sounds and colours that interrupt the body. 





Kira O'Reilly is a UK based artist; she has been making for ten years. 
Her practice, whilst willfully interdisplinary and entirely undisciplined, stems 
from a visual art background; it employs performance, biotechnical prac- 
tices and writing with which to consider the body as material and site. 


Her work has been exhibited widely throughout the UK and Europe, 
Australia and China and featured in the recently published in.Sk-interfaces: 
Exploding Borders - Creating Membranes in Art, Technology and Society, 
Edited by Jens Hauser, Liverpool University Press, 2008 


Last year she has begun to make ‘dances’, with her 41 year old non- 
dance trained body, attempting to totter at the edge of some kind of 
capacity and some unnamed ground, resulting ina new movement based 
work, Untitled (Syncope), commissioned for SPILL Festival of performance. 
This year she is investigating similar performance strategies; she has just 
completed a research period at Chisenhale Dance Space, London. 


VISUALEYEZ 
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My practice emerges from a fine art background and employs perfor- 
mance, video, installation and more recently biotechnical practices with 
which to consider the body as a site in which narrative threads of the 
personal, sexual, social and political knot and unknot in shifting permuta- 
tions. The materiality or fabric of the body, as well as its specificity, is also 
important. The relationships between bodily interior/exterior spaces are 
explored as a continuum. The permeable boundaries of the skin mem- 
brane defy it as an impenetrable container of a coherent or fixed ‘self’. 


Re-negotiating the relationship to audience, and recognising it as a 
dynamic exchange where meaning is constructed, has been central to 
generating works. This distance has gradually closed bringing myself and 
the audience into immediate and intimate dialogue, allowing the possibil- 
ity to make interventions that are sometimes tender, other times troubling, 
always astonishing. 


Current streams of making and research move between a scale of the 
entire, whole body and the cellular. Both necessarily accommodate huge 
reservoirs of failure and improbability. One strand of research is tentatively 
exploring using domestic spider silk as a scaffold on which to grow mam- 
malian cell cultures towards unlikely and poetic moments of life that can 
only exist in laboratories as research entities; chimerical and whimsical 
dalliances that can perhaps probe and comment on the contemporary 
radical breakdown of classical taxonomies of life. 


Another strand involves entire bodies - my body - as a moving, 
investigating object, articulating a fraught formalism and emotionalism 
in tense ‘dances’. Mine is a 41 year old non-dance trained body attempt 
ing to dance at the edge of some kind of capacity and some unnamed 
ground; falling, tottering and loosing my head in syncopal swoons and 
deep breaths.

When a band’s album leaks well in 
advance of its release date, the band 
might try to spin the situation into 
something positive—for instance, by 
claiming that the leak shows the fans 
really want to hear the music, or that 
filesharing doesn't even bother the 
band to begin with 

But when their second album 
Commit This to Memory, was leaked 
to the internet just one day after be- 
ing mastered, Motion City Sound 
track was downright livid. The leak 
cost the pop-rock outfit thousands 
of units in sales and spurred their la 
bel, the indie giant Epitaph, to place 
anti-piracy software on the album's 
official release, seriously limiting 
how fans could play and listen to the 
disc. 

Then, last year, when the band re- 
corded their newest effort, they took 
extra precautions to ensure they 
didn't experience déja vu.

And the measures to curb leaks 
of Even If It Kills Me proved effec 
tive. The album reached #1 on the 
Top Independent Albums charts 
and sold more than 33,000 copies in 
its first week on its way to becoming 
the most critically acclaimed of the 
band’s three dises 

Motion City Soundtrack have fol 
lowed up that success with an EP 
featuring acoustic versions of songs 
from Even If It Kills Me. The EP is 
currentiy an iTunes exclusive, with 
a physical release scheduled for later 
this year 

“It seemed like something fun to 
do,” Johnson says. “When we're just 
hanging out and strumming on a gui- 
tar, we often try and adapt our songs 
to that format. One day we were sit- 
ting around and figured, ‘Why not 
put out an actual release of these 
songs?’ And then the label thought 
it was a good idea, so here we are 
Really all we did we hang out in the 
studio for a week revisiting songs we 
already know and really love and got 
to play them again.

Not long after Germany's Booka 
Shade struck a friendly corporate 
sponsorship arrangement with K- 
Swiss for a few of their shows, the 
American sneaker-maker came back 
to the duo—Arno Kammermeier and 
Walter Merziger—with a proposal: 
K-Swiss wanted to design a limited- 
edition line of Booka Shade athletic 
shoes. No sooner had they said, 
“Why not?” than a pair of the cus- 
‘om kicks turned up at their studio. 
The shoes are pretty cool as white 
shoes go, Kammermeier laughs, 
While admitting he isn’t one to wear 
them regularly. Regardless, the rock- 
Star treatment of a soleful hom- 
“ge remains somewhat surreal for 
the Booka Shade boys, pioneers of 
Frankfurt's bustling electronic mu- 
Sic scene. To the casual observer, 
Booka Shoes might signify that 
Booka Shade has finally made it to 


the top. But Kammermeéier insists 
they haven't let the fancy footwear 
go their heads. 

“I think we're still fairly under- 
ground,” he says. “Even with ‘Body 
Language,’ our biggest hit, | still 
consider it an underground anthem. 
I think it will be one of those tracks 
that people will look back in 10 years 
time and still remember. I’m happy 
that it never crossed over in a big, 
big way—like being #1 everywhere to 
the point where people were tired of 
hearing it. We licensed it to a couple 
of record companies, like the sample 
we let will.i.am from the Black Eyed 
Peas use for ‘Get Your Money,’ but 
we've said no to a lot of projects too. 
We've been careful about it.” 

Booka Shade has been anything 
but an overnight success. Now 40, 
he and Merziger have been working 
together for nearly 25 years, first in 
various synth-pop band incarnations 
to their current status as one of the 
world's premier live electronic acts. 
After scoring trance hits like “Una 
Musica Senza Ritmo” on Sven Vath’s 
Harthouse label in the early '90s un- 
der their Degeneration guise, Kam- 
mermeier and Merziger grew bored 
with the state of club music and 
went into hibernation. After a few

years working behind the scenes on 
advertising contracts and songwrit- 
ing for various pop acts, and finally 
coming up with the Booka Shade 
pseudonym, the duo re-emerged to 
start a new label: Get Physical. 
Co-run with friends M.A.N.D.Y. 
(Patrick Bodmer and Philipp Jung) 
and DJ T. (Thomas Koch), Get Phys- 
ical has become the toast of the un- 
derground dance scene. Still, despite 
a string of successful singles and the 
acclaimed 2004 release of Memen- 
to, their debut album, Booka Shade 





mostly remained in the shadows. 
“We were always in the studio,” 
Kammermeier says. “It wasn’t until 
the guys from M.A.N.D.Y. told us 
that we should pay attention to play- 
ing either our records or any of the 
records from Get Physical live that 
we thought about setting up a live 
electronic act. People’s reactions 
were so good, with such good ener- 
gy—that's where things started. 
“However, for us it was obvious 
that if we were doing something live, 
then it couldn't just be a laptop thing. 


That was out of the question. We are 
musicians so we know how to play 
our instruments. We have photos in 
our studio from back in the day and 
our setup is basically the same: I still 
play the drums and Walter still plays 
keys, sings, and uses the vocoder.” 

If it ain't broke, don't fix it: clearly a 
formula that works for Booka Shade. 
The magazine XLR8R named 2006's 
Movements one of the top electronic 
albums of all time, and the duo were 
recently recognized as Best Tech 
House Artist at the Beatport Music 
Awards. Their latest album, The Sun 
& The Neon Light, has been simi- 
larly praised. Regardless, Kammer- 
meier is content to step out of the 
spotlight as required. 

' “We're actually in the middle 
of rehearsing for an appearance 
in London,” he says, “where we'll 
play music for a silent movie from 
1908. It’s for a project called Noise 
of Art, where they take unknown 
movies from the British Film In- 
stitute archives, restore them, and 
get electronic artists to provide live 
music for them. It's kind of unique 
because we're not right onstage with 
the lights on us or anything. People 
watch the film and we can play with 
our music in a different way.”

Pork and 
turkey boiler-roasted for 11 hours by 
a man named Bob whose last name, 
as far as I could gather, was “The 
Welder.” One bite into that pig flesh 
made me vibrate and feel like an act 
of infidelity against those without 
such luck. 

My God it was lovely, floating in the 
clear water, sitting around informed 
campfire jams with headlining mu- 
sicians in plain sight, Scott Cook 
going reggae with Dwayne Martin- 
eau's melodica piping in 

The stage acts were equally sublime— 
even Fred Eaglesmith’s semi-ironic 
yokel theatrics took on new levels of 
funny in such a peaceful place, like 
dressing up like an angry cop and 
handing out fake tickets for too much 
sunburn would. Married couple Har- 
ry and Gladys Rusk were another 
talkative highlight, the former being 
of Grand Ole Opry stock, between 
playing beautiful gospel songs tell- 
ing us ail to stay focused, set goals 
and, when we reach them, instead of 
boasting about it, just thank Jesus. 
Jeff Stuart's band kicked ass too— 
Martineau, Gavin Dunn, Sara Hart, 
Chris Quesnel, and especially drum- 
mer Tim Resaul kicking it out. Stuart 
danced around like John Belushi up 
on that beautiful log-cabin stage, and 
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he was just as funny in the camp- 
ground at night. 

Hart and Dunn also made Carolyn 
Mark’s bumped-into-headliner spot 
sublime, those three just being so 
rooted and confident, playing togeth- 
er unpracticed and impromptu. And 
all these bands, not blown away by, 
but added to in one big nature jam 
by some pretty spectacular Northern 
Lights that went on for hours 
Snapping back to hectic reality is go- 
ing to be extra fucked this year on the 
scene. But | must say, I am at least 
seriously looking forward to Chris 
Isaak at the Folk Fest.

You want to hug Werner Herzog, you 
really do. 

At once the most irritable traveler 
and wide-eyed naif going, the 68- 
year-old director invariably finds a 


way to present whatever subject he’s 
obsessed with at the moment—be it 
religious fanatics (Bells From the 
Deep), self-proclaimed bear experts 
(Grizzly Man), or escapees from the 
Viet Cong (Little Dieter Needs to 
Fly)—and reveal a wonder in them 
that you might never have expected. 
And those are just his documenta- 
ries; anyone who's ever seen Her- 
zog’s more hallucinatory fiction films 
knows that this is a filmmaker who 
makes films as an act of pedagogy—a 
way of teaching his audience to see 
things in a different way. 


It's impossible not to love the man 
for this, just as it would take a hard 
heart not to be enchanted by &n- 
counters at the End of the World, the 
latest in Herzog’s continuing study 
of men in harsh environments. His 
first stop is an American outpost— 
McMurdo Station—and it absolutely 
ruins the experience for Herzog. 
He's exasperated by the sounds of 
civilization in what should be a re- 
mote area—besides, what he’s really 
fascinated by are the oddball scien- 
tists in the professional community, 
“professional dreamers” on the very 


fringes of the fringe. 

What emerges as he snoops around 
is a documentary that can only be 
loosely classified as such—a weirdo 
among weirdos, Herzog doesn’t 
properly focus on the subject at 
hand, instead gliding towards what- 
ever shiny object happens to distract 
him. At his side is another outsider, 
guitarist Henry Kaiser, whose cam- 
erawork (and movie score) is liquid 
and beautiful—the underwater se- 
quences alone are enough to justify 
even the most pointless moments in 
the film. The subjects that Herzog 
finds himself attracted to all have 
compelling stories—and as a group 
of misfits, they’re second to none. 
His attraction to these people (and 


his empathy for them) is as evident | 


as the almost religious awe with 


which he views the icy landscape is | 


endearing. 
But as with his other “extreme 
climate” films—Aguirre, Wrath of 


God comes to mind—Herzog still 
views the environment as harsh and 
unforgiving, seeing little romance 
in the ice and snow. He's no fool, 
our Werner—every gorgeous shot is 
counterbalanced by a reflection on 
death and the folly of civilization. 
There's even a backhanded slap at 
the family-friendly March of the 
Penguins, with Herzog watching as a 
lone waddler heads off in the wrong 
direction from the group, to his cer- 
tain doom. 

In a sense, you can see Herzog’s 
career as a dreamer in that penguin. 
“If you turn him around in the right 
direction,” he acidly observes, “he 
will turn himself around, and keep 
going in the wrong direction, until 
he starves and dies.” 

But at least he'll have seen won- 
ders that the other penguins might 
not have, eh, Werner? 


Werner Herzog made his reputation with 
fiction films such as Aguirre: Wrath of God 
and Fitzcarraldo. But if anything, he’s earned 
even greater acclaim as a documentarian. 
Besides Encounters at the End of the World, 
here are more Herzog docs worth viewing: 


How Much Wood Could a Woodchuck 
Chuck?(1976) Is a short, 44-minute look at 
the World Livestock Auctioneer Champio- 
nship in New Holland, Pennsylvania. Not 
Herzog's most compelling film, but notable 
for his observation that the language of 
auctioneering is “the last poetry possible, 
the poetry of capitalism.” 


Oil fires burning out of control are the sub- 
ject of 1992's tessons of Darkness 4 nearly 
hallucinogenic look at the results of the first 
Gulf War. The film plays out as a fever dream 
of epic proportions, with workers running 
around like supplicants to a strange and 
| terrible inferno God. 

The strange kinship between Herzog and 
Dieter Dengler echoes throughout Little 
Dieter Needs to Fly(1997). Upon taking 
Dengler—who had enlisted in the U.S. Navy 
in 1966 and served in Vietnam, where he 
was captured and tortured by the Pathet 
Lao until he escaped—back to Laos, Herzog 
hires locals to pretend to be his captors ina 
filmed recreation of his experiences. Either 
an act of love or supreme sadism, it sure 
made for unforgettable drama. 


At their throats for most of their 
careers—with each simultaneously making 
plans to have the other killed—Herzog and 
longtime lead actor Klaus Kinski made some 
of the most powerful cinema ever filmed. 
My Best Fiend(1999) doesn't quite capture 
the madness of the relationship, but it does 
have its share of moments both sweet and 
vicious—and the opening sequence, where 
Kinski berates thousands of university stu- 
dents after proclaiming himself the Messiah, 
is alone worth the rental price.

Mexican cinema is experiencing a 
renaissance, so the conventional wis- 
dom proclaims, and as proof, journal- 
ists (without apparently noticing the 
irony) point to the very directors who 
have crossed over most successfully 
into Hollywood, the so-called “Three 
Amigos”: Guillermo del Toro, whose 
Hellboy IL is currently playing in the- 
atres and who'll be directing a couple 
of movies based on The Hobbit for 
producer Peter Jackson; Alejandro 
Gonzales Inarritu, who enlisted stars 
like Brad Pitt and Sean Penn to star 
in his Oscar-nominated films Babel 
and 21 Grams; and Alfonso Cuar6n, 
whose Harry Potter and the Prisoner 
of Azkaban is commonly regarded as 
the best of the Potter series. 

| have no idea if Carlos Reygadas 
's an amigo of any of these guys or 
not, and I certainly can’t imagine a 
Hollywood studio entrusting him 
with their latest tentpole comic- 
book franchise (one glimpse of the 
Sraphic opening scene of Battle in 
Heaven, in which a young woman 
‘earfully performs oral sex on a 
potbellied, unattractive middle-aged

™arkable-than all the latex beasties 
of Hellboy IT put together. 

Just take the two amazing sequenc- 
3 that open Reygadas’ latest film, 
Silent Light, for instance. In the first,

Reygadas’ camera begins by gazing 
up at a pitch-black nighttime sky 
somewhere in rural Mexico. Slow- 
ly, stars emerge, while the camera 
pans down toward the horizon, the 
sky lightening just enough for us to 
make out a pair of trees. And as the 
camera slowly moves past the trees, 
still in the same unbroken shot, the 
blackness is replaced by the brilliant, 
breathtaking orange of the sunrise. 
In the second sequence, we watch a 
Mennonite family—part of a small 
enclave of German-speaking Men- 
nonite farmers near Chihuahua— 
having breakfast in their immaculate 
kitchen; the scene would seem warm 
and contented if it weren't for the 
austerity of Reygadas’ images and 
the incessant ticking of the clock, 
marking off every second. Soon, the 
wife and the children clear out, leav- 
ing the father, Johan, alone at the 
table. He sits there for a long while, 
and then breaks helplessly into a fit 
of tears. 

We gradually learn the source of 
Johan's unhappiness: despite his 
deep religious faith, he has been 
cheating on his wife Esther with 
another Mennonite woman named 
Marianne. Johan genuinely loves 
both women, and interestingly, no 
one in the community (where Jo- 
han's situation is apparently some- 
thing of an open secret), not even 
his father, seems to regard the split 
in his affections as a paradox or an 
impossibility. Johan may be com- 
mitting a sin, but if he’s sinful, he’s 
fallen prey to the weakness that all 
humans are subject to—the question 
now becomes how he will reconcile 
his love for his wife with the desires 
of his heart. 

It's a challenging film—slow-paced, 
enigmatic, sometimes a little pon- 
derous, and very sketchy on the de- 
tails of what exactly it is that makes 
Johan say Marianne is a more com- 
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patible partner for him than Esther— 


but its combination of sexual pas- | 


sion (especially as embodied by the | 
paunchy Cornelio Wall, who plays | 


Johan) and Protestant sombreness 
feels entirely fresh and novel, espe- 


cially when combined with the lumi- | 


nous widescreen cinematography of 


Alexis Zabe (previously best-known 
for his black-and-white photography 
on the wonderful low-budget Mexi- 
can comedy Duck Season). Zabe’s 
images have a remarkable clarity: the 
wide-open landscapes are drenched 
in sunlight, but not oppressively so— 
the sun seems impossible to hide 
from, but its warmth is comforting 
somehow, even forgiving. 

And forgiveness turns out to be the 
film’s main theme: in the climactic 
scene, which takes place in a room 
as astonishingly clean and white as 
the prison from THX 1138, Reyga- 


das gets the audience to believe in a |

It makes me wonder whether 
Cornelio Wall also has a background 
in the arts. Not that this diminishes 
Reygadas’ achievement: on the con- 
trary, it makes the film's illusion of 
artlessness all the more impressive.

With a title like My Brother Is an 
Only Child, you'd expect that, if not 
literally, then at the very least meta- 
phorically, some brother, at some 
point in the movie, would become an 
only child.

teen than a well-thought-out ideo- 
logical move. Given that the story is 
told from Accio’s perceptive, the fact 
that he spends half the film throwing 
the “Heil Hitler” sign to piss off his 
parents leaves the viewer trying in 
vain to make an emotional connec- 
tion to him. It’s extremely hard to 


summon sympathy for a Nazi—ever 
if it's “just a phase.” 

Since most of the plot centre 
around the prankish stunts thes 
boys pull in the name of the peopl 
their political views hope to hel; 
what seems like an interesting op 
portunity for a philosophical dia 
logue between two party members 
who ought to care enough abo 
each other to hear the other out r 
peatedly deteriorates into a wrestling 
match. When they do speak to eac! 
other, their arguments can be sun 
marized thusly: “Mussolini was an 
asshole.” “Yeah? Well, so was Sta 
lin.” Valid points, but still! 

Regardless, the brothers never r 
ally give up on each other, even if 
it’s hard to tell amidst all the fight 
ing. If Luchetti has a thesis, it's that 
it's people who matter—the friends 
and family we care about, not the | 
labels, the ideology and the rhetoric 
that have a tendency to consume our 
best efforts to help each other out 
Unfortunately, for three quarters of 
the film’s running time, Luchetti for- 
gets his own advice, and repeatedly 
gets distracted by narrative tangents 
like a stint in a seminary, a love 
triangle, and a just plain odd affair 
between one of the brothers and an 
older woman. 

My Brother Is an Only Child was 
written by Sandro Petraglia and 
Stefano Rulli, the screenwriters of 
The Best of Youth, a similarly polit- 
ical-minded family drama that was 
one of the supreme film achieve- 
ments of 2005. Of course, it was 
also six and a half hours long; per- 
haps at a more epic length, this one 
would have improved. But I doubt 
it—the last thing this movie needs is 
more story.

not to mention write, Not only do 
you need impeccable timing, but all 
the characters must be necessary to 
the plot and come to some, prefer- 
ably unexpected, resolution. Sadly, 
Lemoine’s carefully crafted script 
falls apart in the last 10 minutes or 
so; it feels abrupt and rushed, as if 
he didn’t quite know how to end it 
otherwise, with no real resolution 
or sense of inevitability. And, even 
sadder, Somerville (one of the only 
people | will actually call a diva) is 
underused—her character has no 
real function in the story, not even 
as an incidental plot point. 

These reservations aside, A Rocky 
Night for His Nibs is truly funny and 
very well acted. With jokes ranging 
from the macabre (“Like Virginia 
Woolf in that movie?” “Like Virginia 
Woolf in that river”) to the sublime 
and a cast that makes it a pleasure to 
watch, this is one vacation that ev- 
eryone should take.

INEVER VISITED THE MUSEUM 
1SAW ADVERTISED ON A ROAD 
SIGN IN MONTANA, BUT I CAN'T 
STOP THINKING ABOUT IT 


There are an awful lot of museums 
in this world. My daughter and I had 
just arrived in Telluride, Colorado, 
and it had been a very long drive 
to get there, believe you me. After 
leaving Edmonton, we drove past 
more than 2,800 kilometres’ worth 
of signs that read “MUSEUM.” We 
passed so many MUSEUM signs 
1 completely lost count of them. | 
can't quite recall—-was the Museum 
of Prehistory in Idaho or Montana? 
No, wait, | remember now: it was in 
Helper, Utah. 

The most interesting museum sign 
we passed was about seven miles 
off the I-90 near “Madison Buffalo 
Jump National Park, Montana” on 
the way to Yellowstone. The sign 
simply read: MUSEUM 11 MILES. 

That was it. No details, not even an 
arrow pointing in the general direc-

tion of said “museum.” As far as I 
could tell, there was nothing 11 miles 
in any direction, let alone a museum. 
Once upon a time, the white sign 
had featured more lettering in the 
upper-left corner, but it had faded 
long ago and I could no longer make 
out what it used to say. The hand- 
painted blue lettering announced 
“MUSEUM,” with a white line in the 
shape of a diamond running over the 
word. In the bottom-right corner, in 
the same hand-painted blue, it read: 


Muse Flash | Have any of our readers visited this museum in Montana, or have we all just ignored the sign inviting us to stop by? 





11 MILES. 

I wondered who painted the sign. 
It didn't look like a professional job. 
(No offense to whomever painted it 
all those years ago.) I wondered if 
they worked for the museum or if it 
was a one-off sign-making job. Were 
they paid or was it a favour? I imag- 
ined someone's husband getting 
nagged into painting it. Then again, 
maybe it had been painted with the 
utmost care. 

According to the Oxford English 


Dictionary, the word “museum” was 
first used to describe a holy place 
for the Muses and the arts they in- 
spired. The trusty ol’ OED goes on 
to explain that “museum” eventually 
became synonymous with any build- 
ing associated with scholarly study, 
or a collection of objects deemed 
valuable. Used in a derogatory way, 
the word can imply “any large or 
motley collection of things, espe- 
cially outmoded or useless ones.” 
A museum, therefore, is anything 
that houses a collection of old ran- 
dom and odd items for display—does 
my bedside table count? Who is in 
charge of deciding what objects pos- 
sess enough cultural capital to be 
worthy of preservation, to be promi- 
nently featured in such a sacred sort 
of building? 

I thought about what sort of mu- 
seum this one was. Given its ob- 
scure location, almost literally in 
the middle of nowhere, | figured it 
probably housed indigenous arti- 
facts—spears carved from rocks, 
clay pots, and things made with buf- 
falo hide. Frankly, having seen more 
than my fair share, this sort of mu- 
seum is not all that interesting to me. 
Things that are carefully collected 
and displayed for our amusement— 
items that should inspire wonder- 
ment—run’ the risk of becoming 
just more clay pots. Then again, 


maybe somewhere a few miles down 
a dirt road I may have passed up 
the opportunity to see the most in 
credible motley collection of amaz 
ingly outmoded things. I'll never 
know. 

Ihad plenty of time to think about 
the museums | did not stop at. | 
wondered -what I might have found 
inside them if | had—how much ad- 
mission might cost, how many visi- 
tors might I encounter, might there 
be anything extraordinary? Mostly | 
imagined small, quiet, dusty rooms 
where the wondrous items on dis 
play had been all but forgotten. I'd 
even bet that locals don’t visit them 
unless they’re accompanying friends 
and family from out of town. Ah, 
how I regretted not stopping at the 
Pioneer and TV Museum in Rigby, 
Idaho. 

Perhaps 11 miles off that dirt road, 
there was no museum at all. The 
only relic arbitrarily preserved and 
on display may very well have been 
the sign itself: MUSEUM 11 MILES 
This was my favourite road sign on 
our little odyssey. It amused me- 
as a museum should, regardless of 
whether you even enter the build- 
ing. Isn’t that what a museum is 
supposed to be in the first place—a 
source of amusement and a subject 
for musing. | wanted to share that 
with you.

'm famous, but you probably don’t 
remember me. 

Last summer, the day of the Justin 
Timberlake concert, my friends and I 
were feasting at The King and I Thai 
Restaurant, where years ago I got my 
first job as a busboy. Mid-meal, I tore 
myself away from the Crying Tiger 
to check the wall nearest the server's 
area, It's decorated with newspaper 
clippings—like John Nash’s tool shed, 
(had to check to see if I was still up 
there, 


But | wasn’t staring at a restaurant 
review. I was looking at a picture of 
myself. Myself as a SUNshine Boy. 

Those new to Edmonton might 
not be familiar with the SUNshine 
Boy. Whereas everyone has seen a 
stray picture of the daily SUNshine
